PaperB Involving TKrei Distinct Top- 
ics of Scientific Interest Submitted 
by Members for Discussion. 

That Radium is a valuable adjunct to 
the, Xwr.iy and operations in the treat- 
ment of uterine carcinoma and /tumors 
was asserted by Dr. E. W. Ti fiu s' in a 
paper op ^Radiu^n Therapy ill Gvne- 
colog’v” hi the December meeting qf 
the Georfce Washington university 
Medical Society held in Hall No. 1 of 
the G. W. U, Medical College Saturday 
night, i)ecember 18. He emphasized 
the tact that radium treatment was 
effective in a large number of dases 
where operations were of small avail. 

Dr. Adam Kemble reviewed the de- 
velopment of Urologj^ indicating the 
forward stepk made in thi§ branch of 
medicine. Dr. Joseph FogerS made an 
interesting case report on “Two Cases 
of Ruptured Uteri." Dr. B. M. Ran- 
dolph exhibited the brain of a patient 
who had died of convulsions, and dem 
onstrated a lesion evidently of tuber- 
cular origin. Each paper was discussed 
at length by members ol the society. 

Following the scientific program the 
jueeting was pleasantly ended with a 
smoker and buffet lunch. 

The society has under consideration 
the erection of* a bronze tablet to the 
memory of the deceased alumni and 
faculty members who became noted in 
the field of medical science.
